The following Act is brought up before the 
Legislatrve Council this day.—The Governor 
General of India in Council being desirous that 
no time should be lost in passing the Act— 


Resolved,—That the Rule requiring that no 
Draft of a Law should be ordered to be published 
ill at least one week shall have elapsed from the 
lay on which it was first laid before the Council of 
india in its Legislative Department, and that the 
Rules requiring that all Acts of the Governor 
General of India in Council shall be brought up 
for second reaciug in two monthe, or in three 
months from the date of the first reading, be 
suspended in respect to the following proposed 
Act, and that it be at once passed into Law. 


Acr No. XXI. or 1844. 


An Act for regulating the Emigration of the 
Native Inhabitants of the Territories under the 
Government of the East India Company to Jamaica, 
British Guiana and Trimdad. 


I. Itis hereby enacted, that Act No. AIV. of 
1839, and all Acts repealed thereby so far as the 
same are applicable to the Emigration of Natives 
from the Ports of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay 
respectively, to Jamaica, British Guiana, and 
Trinidad, respectively are repealed. Provided 
always that the aforesaid Act No. XIV. of 1839 
shall remain in full force in all the Ports of India, 
except the Ports aforesaid, and in regard to Emi- 
gtants from India proceeding to other places than 
Jamaica, British Guiana, Trinidad and Mauritius. 


If. And it is hereby enacted, that after the 
passing of thie Act, Emigtant Laborers, being Na- 
live inhabitants of the Territories under the 

overnment of the East India Company, shall be 
allowed to pass and to be conveyed to Jamaica, 
British Guiana, and Trinidad respectively, from 
the Ports of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay res- 
Pectively, but not otheswise. 


IIE, And it is hereby enacted, that at each of 
the three Ports aforesaid, itgehall be lawful for the 
Government af the Presidéncy within which the 

be tt Biktuated, “to authorize such persons as may 
Sri inated , by Governments of Jamaica, 
itith Guiana or Trinided, toact as Emigration 

aC On Mt Che atatbenic ively, and to 
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Agents by this Act, and every such Emigration 
Agent shall make Monthly Reports to the Go- 
vernment to which he is subordinate of aJl matters 
transacted by him in pursuance of this Act. 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that at each of the 
three Ports aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the 
Government of the Presidescy within which the 
Port is situated to nominate a proper person to 
act as Protector of Emigrants at the aforesaid 
Ports respectively. , 


V. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall not 
be lawful to convey any Emignant, being a Native 
of India, who may embark for the purpose of la- 
boring for hire in any of the Colonies of Jamuica, 
British Guiana or Trinidad from any of the Ports 
aforesaid in any Ship or Vessel unless a licence 
be obtained for carrying Emigrants in such Ship 
or Vessel from the Government of the Presidency 
in which the Port is situated. A fee not exceeding’ 
One Rupee per Emigrant as may be regulated 
from time to time by the local Government, shall 
be demandable in respect of every such licence, 
which fee shall be carried to the credit of the said 
Government, and the granting or withholding any 
such licence shall be entirely discretionary with 
the Government, and in consideration of such li- 
cence the Master of every Ship conveying or des- 
tined to convey Emigrants from India shall exe- 
cute a Bond dinding himself and his Owners in a 
penal sum of 10,000 Rupees to conform to the 
several conditions herein provided, and the said 
Bond shall be executed in duplicate that it 
may be putin suit either at the place of execution 
or in the Colony to which the Emigrants are to 
be conveyed, and one copy shall be forwarded to 
the Government of such Colony to be dealt with 
as the case may require. And every Ship or Ves- 
sel in which any such Emigrant shall be conveyed 
without a licence being obtained as aforesaid shall 
be liable to he forfeited, and the Master thereof 
shall be liable as for a misdemeanor in a fine of 
*1000 Rupees for every sueh Emigrant so illegally 
canvereds 


VI. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall not 
be lawful for the Master of any Vessel licensed as 
above to receive on board any Emigrant laborer, 
as above provided, unless such laborer shall have 
in his possession and show a Certificate or Pass to 
be given to him by the Emigration Agent of the

VII. And it is bereby enacted, that before 
any Ship or Vessel so licensed to carry Emi- 
grant laborers as above provided, shall be clear- 
ed out from any of the aforesaid Ports for any 
one of the three Colonies aforesaid, it shull be 
necessary for the Master of such Ship or Ves- 
scl, provided any Emigrant of the deseription 
aforesaid, shall embark therem to obtain from 
the migration Agent go nominated and autho- 
rized at such Port as aforesaid, a certificate under | 
the hand gf such Agent to the effect following, 
that 1s to say— 


Ist. ‘Jhat such Agent has by personal com- 
munication done what jis required on the part of 
such Agent by the 3d Arucle of the- Schedule 
hereunto annexed, provided always thatevery such 
Agent shajl make the inquiries specified in such 
Schedule in an open Court or public office to 
which all persons shall have admission. 


Odly. That all the directions contained in the | 
Ath, 5th, Gth and 7th Articles of the said Schedule | 
for ensuring the health and safety of Passengers 
have been duly complied with. . 


Sdly. ‘That (in addition to the directions con- 
tained in the said Schedule) such rules have been 
complied with as the Governor General in Council 
shall from time to time frame touching the med- 
cal attendance and medical stores and the proper 
clothing to be provided, the species of provisions 
suited to native habits, the number of women that 
should accompany the kmigrants, or other matters, 


VITT. And itis hereby enacted, that the pro- 
bable lengths of the voyages to Jamaica, British 
Gimana and Trinidad trom the Ports aforesaid 
respectively shall for the purposes of this Act be 
deemed to be 


J’or the Port of Calcutta twenty weeks; 

lor the Port of Madras nineteen weeks; 

For the Port of Bombay nineteen weeks; 
and that no Ship or Vessel carrying Emigrant 
Jaborers to Jamaica, Britigh Guiana or Trinidad 
shall sail from Calcutta, Madras or Bombay, at 
any other time than between the 30th day of 
any September and the Ist of March next there- 
after ensuing. 


IX. And itis hereby enacted, that before any 
Ship or Vessel shall be cleared out from any of 
the aforesaid Ports for Jamaica, British Guiana or 
Prividad, it shall be necessary for the Master 
thereof to deliver to the Emigation Agent, so 
nominated and authorized at such Port as afore- 
eaid the list specified in Article 10 of the said 
Schedule, and to obtain such duplicate thereof 
as ia required by the said Article. 


X. And it is hereby enacted, that if the 
Master of any Ship or Vessel shall at any of the 
Ports aforesaid take on board such Ship or 
Vessel any Emigrant laborer of the description » 
aforesaid, and shall clear*such Ship or Vessel for 
Jamaica, - British Guiana or ‘Trinidad without 
having fully complied with every particular here- 
inbefore required previous to clearance he shail 
be liable on conviction before any Magistrate or 
Justice of the Peace in a paualty of 200 Rupees 
for every Emigrant laborer so taken on board 
his Ship or Vessel. 

Xl. Ant it is hereby enacted, that if the 
Master of any Ship or Vessel’ shall after having 
ofeared such Ship or Veusel at any such Port as 
aforesaid for Jamaiga, Brittsh ‘Goin or” Trinidad |. 


take on board any such Emigrantglaborer as afure- 
said without having entered such Emigrant labor- 
er in such list as afuresaid, or without having ob- 
tained such duplicate as aforesaid containing the 
entry of such Emigrant prior to clearance, he 
shall be liable on conviction before any Magis. 
trate or Justice of the Peace in « penalty not ex. 
ceeding 500 Rupees for every Emigrant so taken 
on board his Ship o: Veseel. 


X11. And itis hereby enacted, that if anv 
Master of any Ship or Vessel cleared for Jamaica, 
British Guiana or ‘Trinidad as aforesaid shall, 
after having obtained such Certificate as aforesaid 
fraudulently do or suffer to be done any act or 
thing whereby such Certificate shall become inap- 
plicable to the altered state of the Ship or Vessel, 
its Passengers or other matters to which such Cer- 
tificate relates, such Master shall be lable on con- 
viction in any Penalty not exceeding 5000 Rupees, 
beside ineurring a forfpiture of any Bond execut- 
ed in consideration of any licence obtained for the 
Vessel as originally described. 


AI]. And it is hereby enacted, for the greater 
security against Emigrant laborers being embark- 
ed for Jamaica, British Guiana or Trinidad, con- 
trary to the provisions of this Act that all the 
powers vested by law in the Officers of Customs 
in regard to the searching and detention of Ships 
or Vessels, or otherwise fof the prevention ef 
smuggling on board thereof, may be exercised 
by such Officers for the prevention of the illegal 
embarkation of such Emigrants as aforesaid on 
board Ships or Vessels bound for Jamaica, British 
Gutana or ‘Trinidad, and of other offences against 
this Act; and it is further euacted, that all Pilots 
in the service of the Hast India Company shall be 
invested with the same powers and be charged 
with the same duties as Preventive Officers of 
Customs in this behalf. 


NIV. And it is hereby enacted, that every 
person who shall attempt by means of mtoxi- 
cation or by false imprisonment, or other means 
of crimping to export any Native on beard 
any Ship or Vessel contrary to the provi- 
sions of this Act shall be lable to be punished 
on conviction before a Magistrate in a fine uot 
exceeding 500 Rupees, or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding six months, provided that nothing in this 
Act contained shall prevent the offender from 
being proceeded against by indictment, but the 
offender shall only be liable to one of these 
courses of proceeding. 


XV. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever 
a Vessel shall clear from Calcutta for Jamaica, 
British Guiana or Trinidad with Enmgrant 
laborers duly embarked thereon, the Customs 
Officer on board such Vessel shall countersiga 
the Pass or Certificate brought on board such 
Vessel, by every such Emigrant laborer, and 
shall keep a Register of every such Emigrant ° 
laborer as may come on board. And such 
Customs Officer shall remain on board such Vessel 
until she shall arrive in Saugor Roads and shall 
not come away until a mister of the Crew and 
Passengere and Emigrant laborers has been made 
in his presence and in that of the Pilot 
charga of the Vessel; and after the Customs 
Officer has taken muster and quitted the Vessel 
the Pilot. shall sees #o exercise the duties 
indieated in Section KUL. of this Act, aad it shall 
be lawful for him if be shall deem it wéecessary

roll so taken, and every such Custom House 
Officer and Pilot shall make a complete report of 
the [emigrant laborers on board of any Ship at 
the time of his quitting the same, and such report 
shall contain a declaration that to the best of the 
Declarant’s belief, uo additional Emigrant laborers 
have been received on board since obtaining the 
Certificate, and that nothing else has been done 
or omitted to be done in the Ship or Vessel con- 
trary to the provisions of this Act, and every such 
report or muster, if any, shall be transmitted 
without delay to the Emigration Agent of the 
Port. And any Custom House Officer or Pilot 
who’ shall wilfully make a falee, erroneous or in- 
complete Report of the Emigrant laborers on 
board of any Ship, or who shall connive at the 
unauthorized embarkation of any such Emigrant 
laborers, shall be liable, besides dismissal, to a 
fine of 500 Rupees, commutable, if not paid, te 
naprisonment in the Calcutta Jail for ex months, 
and the penalty shall be adjudged in like manner 
as similar penalties are adjudged for offences com- 
mitted in respect to the Customs Revenue. 


XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that if any 
person shall forge or shall use, knowing it to be 
forged, any document required by this Act such 
person shall be hable to be imprisoned for any 
period not exceeding seven years. 


XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that all the 
several penalties to which the Masters of Ships 
or Vessels are liable by this Act, shall be enforced 
by information laid before any Justice of the 
Peace at the instance of the Emigration Agent 
or of any Officer appointed for the purpose by 
the Government of the Place or Presidency, or 
may be enforced by putting in suit the Iond 
given by the Master, if such Bond has been given 
in consideration of the licence granted to the 
Ship.

SCHEDULE. 


1. The Governors of Jamaica, British Guiana 
and Trinidad may from time to time nominate 
such persons as they shall see fit to act as Em- 
gration Agents at Calcutta, Madras and Bombay. 

2. The remuneration to be given to any such 
Agent in India, shall not depend upon or be re- 
gulated by the number of the Emigrants sent by 
him but shall bein the nature of an Annual 
Salary. 

3. Every such Emigration Agent shall ascer- 
tain by personal communication with every Imi- 


grant previously to his or her embarkation from | 
the Port or Place for which such Agent shall have | 


been appointed, that such Emigrant has not been 
induced to emigrate by any fraud, false or unrea- 
sonable expectation, and is aware of the distance

of the Colony to which he or she is about to emi’ 


grate from the place where he or she is about to 
embark; and such Agent shall explain the real 


advantages likely to be derived by such Emigrant | 


tom a removal to such Colony, at the same time 
cautioning such Emigrant against unreasonable 
and unwartantable expgctations; and such Agent 
thal alep ascertain shatfevery such Emigrant is in 
00d health, and pot incapacitated from labour by 
old.age, bodily infirmity, or disease.

Passengers exceeding the proportion of one person 
for every two tons of the accistered burthen of 
such Ship or Vessel, and no such Ship or Vessel 
carrying [emigrants and having move than one 
*deck, shall have less than the height of six feet at 
the least between decks, and in case such Ship or 
Vessel shall have only one deck, a platform shall 
be laid beneath such deck and in such manner as 
to afford a space of the height of six feet at the 
least, and that such platform shall not be go laid 
as that the lower beams shall project above the 
same, and that no suctf Ship or Vessel shall have 
more than two tiers of berths, and that no such 
Ship or Vessel shall carry Passengera on any such 
voyave to any of the Colonies aforesaid unless 
there shall be an interval of six inches at least be- 
tween the deck or platform and the floor of the 
lower tier throughout the whole extent thereof; 
and whatever may be the tonnage of the Ship or 
Vessel, no greater number of Passengers shall be 
taken on board of such Ship or Vessel than shall 
be after the rate ot one such person for every 
twelve superficial feet of the lower deck or plat- 
form unoccupied by goods or stores not being the 
personal luggage of such person. 


5. Inthe computation of the number of Pass- 
engers within the meaning of these Regulations, 
two Children under the age of ten years shall 
be considered as equal to, and shall be reckoned 
as, one person only. 


6. There shall be actually laden on board of 
every Ship or Vessel, conveying Emigrants into 
any of the Colonies aforesaid at the time of de- 
parture of such Ship or Vessel from the Port or 
Place at which such laborers shall be embarked, 
good aud wholesome provisions for the use and 
consumption of the said Passengers over and 
above the victualling of the Crew, to the amount 
or in the proportion following, that is to say, a 
supply of water to the amount of five gallons for 
every week of the computed Voyage for every 
Passenger on board such Ship or Vessel, such 
water being carried in Tanks or Sweet Casks, 
and a supply of Rice, Bread, Biscuit, Flour, 
Oatmeal, or Bread stuffs to the amount of seven 
pounds weight to every week of the computed 
voyage for every such Passenger; provided al~ 
ways that whea any such Ship or Vessel shall be 
destined to call at a Port or Place in the course 
of her vofage, for the purpose of fillmg up her 
Water Casks, a supply of water at the rate before- 
mentioned for every week of an average voyage 
to such Port or Place of calling, shall be deemed 
to be a compliance with this Regulation, and 

rovided that the preceding Regulation regarding 
food shall be deemed to have been complied with in 
any case when it shall be made to appear, that by the 
special authority of the Governor General of India 
in Council any other articles of food were sub- 
stituted for the articles above enumerated as be- 
ing in his judgment equivalent thereto. 


7. Before any such Ship or Vessel shall ba 
cleared out on any such Voyage, the Agent ap- 
pointed for the Port or Place from which such 
Ship or Vessel shall be cleared out, shall survey 
or cause to be surveyed by some competent per- 
son, the provisions and water herginbefore re- 
quired to be on board for the coneumptibn of 
Passengers, and shall ascertain that the same aro 
in good and sweet condition, and'also that over 
and above the same there is on béard an ample 
aupply of water and stores for the vietualling of 
the Crew of the Ship or Veseel, and shall also 
aacertain that such Ship or Veseel is‘ generally 


reputed®Sea-worthy and that the directions here- 
inbefore contained {or ensuring the health and 
safety of the Passengers have been complied 
with, and shall grant a Certificate thereof 
under his hand to the Master of such Ship op 
Vessel. 


8. The Master of every Ship or Vessel con- 
veying Emigrants to Jamaica, British Guiana or 
Trinidad shall be bound to provide for and furnish 
to every such Emigrant, and his wife, and children a 
sufficient quantity of good and wholesome Pro- 
visions for his, her and their daily maintenance 
durmg such voyage and during the space of 48 
hours next after the arrival of such Ship or Vessel 
at the place of destination. 


9, Two copies of these Regulations, authen- 
ticated by the signature of the Agent at the Port 
or Place at which such Emigrants shall embark, 
shall be delivered to the Master by such Agent 
on demand &t the time of clearance, and shall be 
kept on board of every Ship or Vessel carryimg 
such Emigrants as aforesaid, and one of such 
copies shall upon request made at reasonable 
times to the Master of the Ship or Vessel be pro- 
duced to any Passenger for his perusal. 


10, The Master of every Ship er Vessel car- 
rying Emigrants from India to any of the threa 
Colonies aforesaid, shall before clearing out such 
Ship or Vessel, deliver to such Agent at the Port 
or Place from which such Vessel is cleared out 
a list in writing, together with a duplicate of the 
same, specifying as accurately as may be, the 
names, ages and occupations of all and every the 
Emigrants on board such Ship or Vessel, and 
such Agent shall thereupon deliver to the said 
Master the counterpart of such lists, signed by 
such Agent, and the said Master shall on the 
arrival of such Ship or Vessel at the place of 
destination, and previous to the disembarkation of 
any such Emigrants cive notice of the arrival of 
such Ship or Vessel, and deliver the said counte:- 
part of such list to the Protector of Immigrants 
appointed or te be appointed at the Colony at 
which the said Ship or Vessel may have arrived, 

1t. Provided always that nothing in these 
Regulations contained shall apply to any Ship or 
Vessel in the service of the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty, or to any of Her Majesty’s 
Ships of War.

2. ‘The facts of the ense are bniefly these: on 
the 27th Nevember Ia43, Mr. Stauiforth, Special 
Comimessioner in Cattick, received leave af ab- 
sence, on Medical Certificate, for one year, to visit

‘¢ Races, at which he had horses to run, that such 
‘a proceeding was an abuse of the indulgence 


an which had been extended to him, and that he 


* would consequently be considered absent with- 
“out leave from the date of his departyre from 
“ Cuttack.” 


3. On the same day Mr. Stsniforth has ap- 
pled fer leave to proceed to the Cape of Gaod 
Hope, on Medical Certifitates and to reside there 
for eighteen months, and on'the 80th December, 
Jeave of abhente fer efghieen taonths , from the 
26th was granted, and it we a chan tinie 
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intimated to him that he was expected to loge no 
tine in embarking for hig destination. 


On the 9th Tebruary, Mr. Staniforth was called 
on to explain why he was still in Calcutta, seven 
weeks having elapsed since he had received leave 
to the Cape, and nearlv two inonths and a half 
since his atrival at the Presidency, and the expla- 
nation which he submitted being deemed * totally 
jnadmissible,” he was informed that in order to 
matk ‘the displeasure of Government at such 
6 misconduct, and to deter others froin following 
« go bad an example,” it had béen resolved to 
remove him from the office of Special Commis- 
sioner of Cuttack, and to appoint him Civil and 
Sessions Judge of Tipperah. 


4, Mr. Staniforth now appeals tous against 
the retrenchments of his allowances, from the Ist 
to the 26th December 1845, and against Ins 
removal to an office the emoluments of which are 
Jess by Rupees 500 per month, than those of the 
appointment from which he was removed. 


5. We have considered the matters set forth 
by Mr. Staniforth an justification, or rather in 
extenuation of lis conduct, and we cinnot but 
regard the whole circumstance attending his com- 
ing to Calcutta, his remaining thete for an unne- 
cessanily long period, and allowing several ehyvible 
opportamties of embiuking for the Cane, to piss 
without taking advantage of them, to have been an 
abuse of the indulgence which had been extended 
to him, and justly deserving of censure and 
punishment. 


6. We doubt however whether under a_ strict 
interpretation of the regulations, you were Justifi- 


ed in treating Mr. Staufoith az berg absent 
without leave from the Ist to the 26th December 
1848, and in muletiny him of his. allowances for 
that period, and we desire that this part of the 
case may be reconsidered ; 
to interfere with the discretion which you exer- 
cised in removing him from the Office of Special
